TREASURER LOOKS 


FOR SURPLUS FROM 
WUEENOLAND TAXED 


(Special to The Mpnitor.) 

BRISBANE, Queensland—In the course 
of a speech on the subject of the budget, 
Mr. Hawthorne, tlie treasurer, said that 
he estimated the revenue far the coming 
year at £5,046,000, and the expenditure 
at £5,038 000, leaving a surplus 
of £8000. The non-recurring expenditure 
was, he said, £250,000 and the loan ex- 
penditures 00,000, the bulk of which 


£1,A 
was for railways. Speaking of the general 
condition of Queensland, he declared that 
the agricultural prospects were excep- 
tionally good. The exports, amounted 
to 4£2,.250,000. He considered that the 
strongest proof of the sound and flour- 
ishing condition of the state was to be 
found in the fact that Queensland did 
not nd it necessary to impose fresh taxes 
for the purpose of ‘meeting the reduction 


of revenue from the commonwealth. He 
further said that in addition to 7000 over- 
| sea emigrants, there had been a large in- 
flux of population from the other states 
of the commonwealth and from New 
Zealand. They all brought capital for 
acquiring land, and the land selection 
showed an increase of over 1,000,000 
acres. Including the length of line under 
yeonstruction the total length of railway 
in Queensland was over 4000.

What concerns the towns and cities 
of the metropolitan district mostly in 
the pending apportionment is the Charles 
river dam, as this is the principal work 
of construction since the last apportion- 
ment. By provision of the statutes the 
cties of Boston and Cambridge have to 
divide between themselves the cost of a 
suitable bridge to take the place of 
Craigie’s bridge, which the dam replaced, 
and the city of Boston has to pay the 
whole cost of the Charles river embank- 
ment; but the cost of the dam above 
these two items is to be levied against 
the several communities in the district 
in accordance with the benefits they re- 
ceive from the improvement. In helping 
the commission to arrive at this decision 
the cities of Boston and Cambridge are 
especially interested in placing’as low as 
possible the cost of a suitable bridge, 
in order that the rest of the district may 
be called upon to carry as mueh as pos- 
sible of the total cost of the dam. On 
the other hand the outside cities are try-

Leon Bishop by means of his kites and 
wireless apparatus received several wire- 
less messages this afternoon from 
Charlestown navy yard and from New 
York and London.

A Boston business man offered Mr. 
Grahame-White this morning $100 a 
minute to take him up in either his 
Bleriot or Farman machine, and to show

After consulting the committee, 
Mr. Grahame-White refused to acceupt 
this offer. The English aviator’s reason 
for declining this proposition is due to 
the criticism in some of the New York 
papers that he was making this entirely 
% commercial proposition without any 
regard to the aviation end of it. Mr. 
Grahame-White’s action was highly com- 
mended by the contest committee. 

The difference between the Grahame- 
White Bleriot and his own famous bi- 
plane Mr. Curtiss attributes to the 
superiority of the Englishman’s engine 
rather than to any essential difference 
in the speed possibilities of the two 
machines. His engine is a little less 
powerful than Mr. Grahame-White’s, but 
Mr. Curtiss expects to put on a new 
style of propeller today, with which he 
hopes to develop a speed that will enable 
him to strive with the distinguished 
visitor for the laurels of the harbor 
flight. The great interest of the meet 
now focusses on this trial of skill and 
daring between the American and English 
champions. 

Mr. Curtiss intends to make his first 
flight to Boston light this afternoon, 
provided the necessary changes to his 
machine are completed in time. Mr. 
Grahame-White also contemplates re- 
peating his trip of Wednesday. 

The Curtiss biplane is said to be easily 
the fastest’ biplane in the world. On the 
official course at Atlantic it has made 
three circuits in 6m. 15s. which is reck- 
oned to be about 2%s. to the mile, slower 
than the time made by Mr. Grahame- 
White in his monoplane for the same 
course. The course is approximately one 
and three-fourths miles to the lap, but 
owing to the great amount of turning 
necessary to negotiate it the course 
amounts, in the estimation of the flyers, 
to practically two miles, 

Mr. Curtiss laughingly declares that 
the flying business has completely al- 
tered his standards of appreciation of 
the picturesque. As a lad he was a 
lover of the beautiful in nature, and 
loved a hill for the grandeur of the 
view that it gave and admired a forest 
for the beauty of its trees and foliage. 
Now, he says, he is always looking for 
clear, open country and smooth fields 
in which to alight.

LONDON WAITERS

OUTLINE PANAMA 
ROUTE FOR FRUIT 


LOS ANGELES, Cal.—Local merchants 
will ship citrus fruits to New York by 
way of Panama, when Bates & Chese- 
borough get their new steamship line 
established, as a solution of the ques- 
tion of any proposed increase in freight 
rates on citrus fruits by railroads. The 
service will not exceed 21 days from 
Los Angeles to New York.

Wages of Lacemakers 


United States Consul H. Albert John- 
son of Liege says that the present num- 
ber of lacemakers in Belgium 45.000 
women and girls, as compared with 110,-

Their hours are from 
6:30 to 12 and from 1 to 7 in summer, 
and in winter from 8 in the morning to 
10 at night..

ILLINOIS STRIKE 
OF MINERS ENDED 


CHICAGO—The strike of Illinois coal 
miners, which has been in effect 23 weeks, 
ended Thursday, when a committee of 
the Illinois Coal Operators Association 
signed an agreement here adopting a 
wage seale outlined by the Peoria miners’ 
convention. The men will return to 
work Saturday morning. 

The agreement carries with it a gen- 
eral imerease of three cents a _ ton 
throuchout the state. The operators also 
agreed to an increase of 5.55 per cent for 
all day laborers and will pay the wages 
of shot firers formerly paid by the 
miners.. This will increase their cost be- 
tween two and three cents for each ton, 
About 45,000 men are affected. The

AN EXTRA DIVIDEND 


President Preston of the United Fruit 
Co. has just returned from London where 
he attended the annual meeting of the 
Elders & Fyffes, Ltd., the English sub- 
sidiary of the United Fruit Co. Mr. 
Preston is very optimistic over the Eng- 
lish company as well as over the parent 
concern. 

The Elders-Fyffes paid its regular 12 
per cent dividend for the year, which was 
snugly earned. The company has a 
total capital of £450,000, par value £1, 
of which £300,000 is full paid and 
£150,000 5s paid. As the English law 
holds stockholders liable for the full 
par value of their stock, it is important 


4g % | that companies have their stock full paid. 
9% | The United Fruit Co. owns 50 per cent 


of the stock of the above subsidiary, and 
thus it will receive approximately $125,- 
000 from the above dividend. 

The Elders-Fyffes now has a total of 
10 5000-ton ships in servite and two new 
ones building, all of the most modern 
type. It originally had 14 ships, but four 
of the old boats have been sold. The 
new boats are all to be paid for out of 
earnings, although the money was pro- 
vided for their construction through the 
sale of bonds, the builders taking 75 per 
cent of the cost in bonds. One of the new 
boats has already paid for itself and two 
or three others have the original cost 
reduced to about 15 per cent. 

The company does a large part of its 
fruit business with the Canary Island 
Company, all the stock of which is owned 
by the Elders-Fyffes, Ltd. As the Canary 
island fruit has to be crated, it meets 
with severe competition from the Cen 
tral America naked product. This year, 
however, bananas were scarce and the 
Canary Island Company had a very pros. 
perous vear. 

The fiscal year.of the United Fruit 
Company closes with the current month, 
and it is safe to say that an earlier esti- 
mate of a surplus equal to 35 per cent 
on the stock now outstanding is not far 
wrong. The company had an excellent 
vear in both the sugar and fruit busi 
ness, and high prices were received for 
both products; sugar averaged between 
2% cents and 3 cents. Sugar grinding 
at both the Nipe Bay plant and the 
Banes plant is completed. The former 
produced approximately 136,800,000 


pounds and the latter, 143,650,000 pounds, 


making a total of 280,450,000 pounds. 
This compares with 212,000,900 for the 
fiscal year 1909, the Nipe Bay Company 
showing an increase of 45,000,000 pounds 

The directors meet for dividend action 
next Tuesday and the regular 2 per cent 
quarterly dividend will be declared. After 
the close of the fiscal year it is probable 
that a special meeting will be called to 
act on an extra dividend. Although 
officials of the company refuse to talk 
on the subject it is likely that another 
10 per cent stock dividend will be de- 
clared, which, with the stock selling 
around 200, will be equal to a cash divi- 
dend of 19 per cent. Add to this the 
regular 8 per cent dividend and the total 
distribution for the calendar year wil] 
total about 27 per cent. 

The company has a total authorized 
stock issue of $25,000,000, of which $23.- 
474,000 is outstanding, thus leaving only 
$1,526,000, equal to 6.5 per cent of the 
total issue, in the treasury. In order 
to pay a 10 per cent stock dividend, 
therefore, the authorized capital must 
be increased; it is probable that the au- 
thorized issue will be raised to $30,000.- 
000. 

In view of the excellent year which 
the company has had it would not be 
surprising if the extra dividend were 
as high as 15 per cent.

Consid- 
ering these drawbacks, the performance 
of Wabash in the 12 months ended June 
30 last was a fairly comfortable one. 

The decline in “other income” and a 
part of the increase in fixed charges may 
be considered temporary and in no sense 
permanent. A large proportion of in- 
creased charges resulted from discounts 
on securities sold or extended during the 
year.

Another important item in adding to 
expenses has been the increased ratio of 
freight claims in the last few years. In 
1899 on gross earnings of 9,212,000, 
Wabash paid out on losses or damage 
to freight $36,328, or only 3.04 per £1000 
of freight revenues. In 1902 this ratio 
was $6.21, in 1904 $11.09, in 1906 $18.96, 
in 1908 $22.47, and in 1910 $26.34. Total 
increase paid out in freight claims in 
1910, compared with 1899, was $476,564. 
Compared with 1906 the increase was 
$212,867. 

Disbursements made on account of 
personal injuries in 1901 aggregated only 
$90,832. In 1910 these payments 
amounted to $392,454, an increase in nine 
of $302,000. Increased cost of 
printing, filing and posting 
tariffs under commerce commission re- 
quirements in 1910 has amounted to 
$66,000, compared with 1906. 

One of the largest single increases in 
operating which com- 
has had no control is annual tax 
requirements. In 1900 the company paid 
out in taxes. $567,327. In 1903 taxes 
amounted to $664,703. In 1906 they had 
increased to $915,908 and in 1910 to 
$974.960.

About $250 more 
per mile of line has been expended on 
maintenance in 1910 than in 1909. On 
way and structures, expenditures in the 
past year were $1432 per mile, against 
$1238 in 1909. On maintenance of equip- 
ment the figures were $1637, against 
$1577 last year. During the year the 
company spent about $230,000 more from 
income for addition and betterments. 

A gradual, although not pronounced, 
improvement in operating efficiency has 
been apparent. Considerable improve- 
ment is still needed. Wabash has been 
handicapped by lack of funds for im- 
provements and betterments. What has 
been accomplished in the past year has 
been out of earnings. The increased main- 
tenance and improvement expenditures 
made in the past year should have their 
effect on transportation costs. If these 
could be reduced more nearly on a par 
with other lines operating in the same 
territory, Wabash would be in a much 
better position to raise funds.

The report states that work is in 
progress on additional second main track 
of the La Crosse division from Camp 
Douglas to West Salem, about 44 miles, 
on the River division line from Wabasha 
to Richmond, about 46 miles, and on the 
Prairie du Chien division from Elm 
Grove to Blue Mound junction, about 7 
miles.

The report states that no capital stock 
wads issued during the year, the total 
amount outstanding remaining at $232, 
623.100. Of this amount $99,492,800 was 
issued to provide funds for the construc- 
tion and equipment of the lines of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & Puget Sound Rail- 
way Company, and $277,200 of stock, the 
issue of which was previously author- 
imal, ia held in the treasury of the com- 
pany. 

The funded debt of the company at 
the close of the las’ fiscal year was $143,- 
593.500. It was increased during the 
year by $26,897,000 general mortgage 
bonds and $28,000,000 25-year 4 per cent 
goki bonds, and it was decreased $20,956,- 
000 by underlying bonds retired and can- 
celled. The amount of bonds at the close 
of fiseal year is $177,534,500. Deducting 
the $28,000,000 bonds referred to above. 
which were issued to provide funds to be 
advanced to the Chicago, Milwaukee & 
Puget Sound Railway Comoany for the 
construction and equipment of its lines, 
amounting to $29,725,000, the remainder 
is $119,809,500. Amount of accrued in- 
terest on bonds outstanding at close of 
year and those retired and cancelled dur- 
ing the year was $6,651,215, an average 
of $911 per mile of road. 

At the close of the last fiscal period 
the amount of the company’s bonds in its 
treasury and due from trustees was $27,- 
828 000. This amount was increased 
during the 1910 fiscal year by $20,956,000 
general mortgage bonds for underlying 
bonds paid and cancelled and $5,941,000 
for additions and improvements to prop- 
erty to Dec. 31, 1909. Bonds in the treas- 
ury or due from trustees on June 30, 
1910, amounted to $29,725,000. 

The increase in freight traffic during 
the year was equal to 6.06 per cent, The 
number of tons carried was 30,698,915, an 
increase of 3,199,211 tons, or 11.63 per 
cent. The increase in passenger revenues 
during the year was equal to 15.75 per 
cent. The number of passengers carried 
was 17,613,549, an increase of 2,351,998, 
or 15.41 per cent. 

During the year 37 steel bridges aggre- 
gating 4411 feet in length were built, re- 
placing 3081 feet of wooden bridges, 964 
feet of iron bridges and 366 feet of em- 
bankment; and 423 wooden culverts were 
replaced with iron. About 2.9 miles of 
pile bridges were filled with earth, 106 
bridges having been completely filled and 
53 reduced in length by filling.
